We were shown one program file 
that can tell a satellite user when 
and where a given hamsat will be 
in the sky. John reports that 
unlike 1200 baud, packet at 9600 
baud can support true graphics. 


Packet at 9600 baud on KL7AA-7 
on 445.11 mhz requires the use of 
direct Frequency Shift Keying 
and uses the full 5 kilohertz 
bandwidth of an FM channel. 
Digital Signal Processing is used 
to shape the waveform to fit 9600 
baud into 5 khz. This means that 
the use of direct connections 
bypassing the audio stages. 
KL7AA-7 uses audio FSK on all 
other local nodes including 7108.5 
khz. The ARES packet net on 
145,05 mhz uses 1200 baud; the 
net meets at 7PM on Sundays. 


Both John and Doug provided the 
audience with handouts for the 
listings of the BBS help files, BBS 
directories of programs and 
comments available to users, 
information about the new 
software TheNet X1.H, and other 
information about the BBS on 
KL7AA-7. 


Doug reported on the new 
software he has been installing 
on the KL7AA-7 ports. He said 
that TheNet X1.H is from the 
same German packet software 
developers as NetRom. NetRom 
has been in use on the Iceworm 
link for some time now. It was 
chosen because the German 
developers put the source code 
into the public domain while the 
developers of the competing 
software program tried to sell the 
programs on chips for five times 
as much as NetRom. 


As of the January meeting, Doug 
had changed all of the local ports 


The Anchorage Amateur 


with the exception of the Eagle 


Node. Eagle's location is 
umaccessible until weather 
conditions improve. The 


operators in Fairbanks and most 
of the ones in Juneau are also 
switching to TheNet. TheNet 
will add Chatnode capability to 
each of the local ports It will also 
support the independent use of 
TCP/IP for those who have been 
using it in other communications 
services and wish to experiment 
with it using their amateur 
licenses. 


Doug also reported that the State 
of Alaska will be shifting the 
Iceworm links to 147.54mhz in 
all locations using two meters 
once it receives new radios and 
crystals. Currently, on two 
meters, the Iceworm links are on 
147.96 mhz except in Juneau 
where it is on 144.99 mhz.

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He also reported that the 
problem with the packet link to 
Kodiak (via six meters) was 
recently solved. It was a timing 
problem with one of the radios; 
once the timing was adjusted, the 
packets began to get through 
properly. 


There are 18 stations in 
Anchorage on packet with 
personal mailboxes according to 
John. These stations can get 
their packet messages forwarded 
automatically fror JKL7AA-7. If 
you want to iet up your own 
mailbox operation. he will be glad 
to talk to you about it. Packet 
bulletins from outside are now 
coming in via the HF links from 
Seattle to Ketchikan, or by a 
landline connection provide by 
ARCO. Personal messages are 
sent outbound via OSCAR 22 
Satellite.
